TOWN MEETING WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lisbon, in the 
County of Grafton and the State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Lisbon on Tuesday the 8th day of March next, 
polls to be opened at nine o’clock in the forenoon, and 
will not close earlier than four o’clock in the afternoon 
to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges, the same being: 
Town Officers’ salaries, Town Officers’ expenses, Elec- 
tion and Registration expenses, Municipal Court expen- 
ses, Expenses of Town Hall and other Town Buildings, 
Insurance, Police Department, Fire Department, and 
Vital Statistics for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priations for the same. 


Article 3. To see if the town will fix and determine the 
compensation to be paid each of the town officers. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and 
special committees heretofore chosen and pass any vote 
in relation thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to elect one 
Road Agent in future years in the place of two agents, 
the same to take effect in 1956. 


Article 6. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways 
and bridges for the ensuing year. 
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Article 7. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the public libraries in ad- 
dition to what is required by law, and to determine how 
the same shall be divided. 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $7,200.00 to light the streets in 
the town of Lisbon under the same conditions as they 
were heretofore lighted, said streets to be lighted with 
electricity. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 to repair and paint 
the Town Hall. 


Article 10. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the cemeteries in the town 
of Lisbon. 


Article 11. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the District Nursing As- 
sociation. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 for the proper observ- 
ance of Memorial Day. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid and raise and appropriate the sum of $976.03 
for the same. 


Article 14. To see if the town will vote to plow the 
town roads, and if so, to raise and appropriate the 
necessary money for the same. 


Article 15. To see if the town will authorize the Se- 
lectmen to oil such roads in the town as are already 
oiled, and to raise and appropriate the necessary money 
for the same. 
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Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $3,500.00 to widen and hard 
surface the road from St. Matthews Church to the 
Herbert Carpenter residence, said road known as the 
Davis Road. 


Article 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 for Band Concerts to be 
held on the Lions Meadow. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $300.00 to the White Mountain 
Region Association for the purpose of advertising the 
town of Lisbon.

Association. 


To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

This is a serious indictment of our 
interest in our own welfare and that of our neighbors 
In too many instances this carelessness results in the 
destruction, not of the careless one’s own property, 
but of someone not even known to him. 


Thoughtlessly thrown lighted cigars, cigarettes 
and matches from moving vehicles, by hikers, hunters 
and fishermen; the careless burning of debris during 
hazardous periods, high winds or in dangerous loca- 
tions; improperly extinguished camp or cook fires — 
all add up to the CARELESSNESS that means serious 
loss of property, disruption of industry and farm work 
and unnecessary expenditures of town and state funds. 

It points to the needs of eliminating Careless- 
NESS so far as it concerns fire from our daily life. The 
rules are simple — your cooperation is earnestly soli- 
cited. 


1. Be careful with fire in or near woodlands. 

2. Be sure that all lighted material — cigars, 
cigarettes and matches — is completely out be- 
fore discarding it. Use ash trays in autos. 

3. Secure the required written permission to burn 
from your local forest fire warden when the 
ground is not completely covered with snow. 

4. Insist that others be careful and comply with 
burning requirements. 

5. Call the warden promptly when fire is detected 
and aid him to extinguish it.
